This constitution, with all its 
adaptations, is the creation of our own 
hands; it was fashioned by the noble 
men whom we honor to-day aa the 
fathors of Confederation. As journalists 
nod as Canadians I trust you will up- 
hold that constitution. (Applause.) 

“There is no aspiration which 1 aa 
® Canadian can desire of which I may 
not avail myself under that constitu- 
tion, and I hope that my children and 
my children’s children will eberish it aa 
they do the home of their childhood and 
the hallowed asiociations of their 
early days. (Appliusc.) 

Prof. Goldwin Smith also reapondéd to 
the tonat. On rising he Was received 
with loud ond prolonged cheering. His 
speech waa 4 masterpiece of diction and 
fluency. 

“The apecch of the Minister of Educn- 
tion,” said Dr. Smith, “has really left 
me nothing to do but to put one more 
coat of gilding om o lump of gold, which 
needed not to have been gilded at all. 
The only thing that lcon aay ie that 
Canada is our home, (Applause) Io that 
word all is summed up, We have here 
five millions of people, probably as fu- 
deetricas, a8 moral, aa energetic, a» any 
live millions in the world.

How Sleigh Bells Are Made. 

“ The making of sleigh bells is quite 
an art,” says an iron founder in the 
New York Tribune. ‘ The little iron 
ball is too big to be put in through the 
holes in the bell, and yet it is inside.

This mud 
ball with the ‘jinglet' inside is placed 
in tho mould of the outside, and 
the metal is poured in, which fills up 
the space between the ball and the 
mold.

SOURCES OF DIPHTHERIA. 


Pet Animals Have Been Known to Dis- 
sominate Disease. 

The English physician, Longstaff, 
who has compiled some interesting sta- 
tistics on “Social, Political and Medi- 
cal" topics, has clothed them in delight- 
ful English ; every woman of the land 
may read and not only enjoy, but profic 
thereby. His investigations of tho 
sources of disease huve been thorough, 
and the result should be known all over 
the world. It is the source which we 
must know before we can effectually 
stamp out disease, Longttaff helps ts 
in this, for he has not only compiled 
figures, but made them a revelation of 
hidden and unsuspected sources of in- 
fection and contagion. 

‘That terror to every mother of young 
children, diphtheria, he asserts origin- 
atesin the country. It has long been 
known that farm animals are subject to 
throat diseases, and in some countries 
the peasantry live in close relationship 
with their live stock. A sensitive throat 
is more susceptible to the inroads of 


' chance bacteria, and dipbtheritic bacilli 


multiply faster than almost any other 
yet known parasite. When an epidemic 
rages among farm animals it is found 
that there is likely to be one of diph- 
theria or some equally dangerous throat 
trouble among the farmers’ families, It 
takes but a tiny point of broken or sen- 
sitive membrane for the ubiquitous 
inicrobe “to find and stay and destroy.” 

In these days of bad weather, when 
dust and cold makes throats tender and 
coughing ia rather the rule than the ex- 
ception, the slightest irritation should 
be carefully soothed and a healing gar 
gle used, 

A very important point should be im 
pressed upon young persons in the mat 
ter of indiscriminate kissing We can 
scarcely tell how touch infection is car 
ried in this way. Expert sanitarians bo 
lieve that some day, when sources of 
disease have becn well established, kiss 
ing will be relegated to the list of “dead 
demonstrations.” Tho practice is cer 
tainly a worthy exponent of our ignor- 
ance concerning canse and effect in pa

The Austrian Fortnightly Review is 
a unique literary publication, in that it 
has contributors in almost every iand, 
and each article is printed in the na- 
tive language of the writer. 

Hoa Foeunda is a usetul 

eriodical for the blind, printed in 
Edinburgh, from the ‘Braille’ type, 
and all engaged in its production are 
blind. 

The credit of having the smallest cir- 
culation in the world belongs to The 
Imperial Gazette, Berlin, of which two 
copies are printed daily. This exclusive 
publication is intended for the perusal 
ot the emperor alone, 

In Turin isa paper printed with an 
ink that becomes fuminous in the dark, 
so that the matter may be read without 
the assistance of artificial light. 

At nee Albert, a township in 
northwest Canada, a weekly newspaper 
appears in the handweiting of its pro- 
prietor, who is also its own editor, re 

orter, printer and advertising agent 

Phe paper appears in violet ink from a

ELECTRICALLY FORCED PLANTS. 
Experiments to Bo Made to Determine 
the Value of the Current, 

The influence of electricity on grow- 
ing plants has been the subject of study 
and experiment at different times and 
by widely separated investigators for” 
over one hundred years, vet very little 
is known of this influence with 
scientific exactness. Varying and 
perplexing results have been ob- 
tained, due largely, no doubt, 
to the fact that the character and 
strength of the current used were not 
carefully observed and recorded. It is 

ible that results of practical benefit 
n agriculture might be achieved if 
exact information on this subject were 
available, and it is therefore of much 
interest to note that Professor D. T. 
MacDougal has planued a series of ex- 
periments to be carried on in the labora- 
tory sled ea physiology in the Univer- 
sity of Minnesota. ‘These experiments 
will ascertain the effect of current pass- 
ing through the soil in which plants are 
growing, and various degrees of current 
will be used, from one barely percep- 
tible by a sensitive galvanometer up to 
that taken from the city lighting sys- 
tom, In order that exact mrasurements 
and most advantageous use of the cur- 
rent be made, the co-operation of Pro- 
fessor Shepardson has been secured, and 
be will personally superintend all of the 
electric appliances used, The results, 
it is honed: will be determinative, an 
while purely scientific in their nature, 
may furnish the data from which 
economic experiments may be made,— 
Western Electrician. 


THAWING OUT FROZEN MEAT. 
A Dark Room Treatment Before Leaving 
the Cold Storage House. 


According to the new process,invent- 
ed by Messrs, Nelson Brothers, for 
thawing frozen meat in such a way as 
to put it on the tnarket in a sound con- 
dition and avoid the many objections to 
which the sale of the meat while still in 
a frozen state was open, the chamber of 
the apparatus, says nvention,is provid- 
ed with double doors,one of which ia ex- 
tremely thick, so0as to shut out as far 
as possible, all external atmosphere. 
Tho chamber has no windows, but is 
supplied with electric light. On enter- 
ing one sees only some 30 quarters of 
beef hanging in rows on hooks, over a 
slightly raised open platform, with a 
canvas curtain at the back. Under 
the platform, however, there isa series 
of steam pipes, while behind the certain 
there is a series of pipes filled 
with compressed ammonia, similiar 
to those used in connection with 
the ordinary freezing processes. The 
steam pipes under the meat cause 
a current of warm air to ascend 
all around it, and ay soon as this cur- 


rent reaches the top of this chamber, it + 


is drawn to the freezing pipes, behind 
the curtain, by which all the moisture 
is frozen out of iton to the pipes thom- 
selves, It accumulates there in the 
form of snow some three-quarters of an 
inch in thickness. The snow has to be 
scraped off the pipes from time to time, 
and itis stated that the accumulation 
during tive days, in the thawing of 30 
uarters of beef, has resulted in no 
‘ewer than 168 pounds of water. Dur- 
ing that same period the meat has lost 
only 1 per cent. in weight. The pur- 
pose of the canvas curtain is to divide 
the asconding warm current from the 
descending cold current, and it is 
claimed that the effect of this incessant 
passing of the air first over the steam 
pipes and then over the freezing pipes 
is eventually to free it from all moisture. 
When the meat is first hung the tem- 
perature of the room is almost at freez- 
ing point, but the steam is turned on 
gradually, until on the fifth day the 
temperature of the chamber has been 
raised to that of the air outside, B: 
this time the frost hag all been thaw: 
out of the meat, which is then in @ con- 
dition to be sent to market.

Why Iron Ralls “Creep” 


Unless there are counteracting influ- 
ences, the natural tendency of rails is 
to ‘creep’ downward, obeying the 
well-known laws of gravity, if, how- 
ever, the grade ba too slight to give 
much effect'to this law, and, in fact, so 
slight astorequire the use fof steam 
in the handling of descending trains, 
this natural tendency may be minimiz- 
ed and indeed, overcome and reversed, 
by aconstant draught of loadsin the 
direction of its descent. Heavy loads 

ulling constantly in one dircetion 
ve a tendency to drive the rails iu 
the opposite direction, Should it be 
Nyvcessary, howeyer,to apply the brakes 
the rail is driven in the airection of the 
moving train. Ou a perfectly level 
track tho rail almost invariably 
“creeps” in the oppositu dirscciou from 
the movement of the huaviest aud most 
constant traffic, except at poiuts where 
it is customary to shut off and apply the 
brakes, at which the “creep” isin the 
same direction. 

On roads having grades which change 
abruptly trom ascending to descending 

rades over the crown of a hill, it often 

happens that the rails “creep” up grado 
on both sides of the crown, and this is 
especially true where long, heavy trains 
are run, as the heavy

IT have 
never heard, nor have you heard, of 
anything except the Gospel that pur-~ 
pate to regenerate the heart, retity the 
ife. Execute the law, most certainly; 
but preach the Gospel, by all méans—in 
churches, In theatres, in homes, in pris 
ons, on the land and on the sea. The 
Gospel is the only powerthatcan re 
volutionize society aud save the world

, Hot lnst. In New York it has allowed 
men who got by police bribery their 
thousands, and tens of thousands, and 
epee hundreds of thousands ot dol 


ars, © goscot free ; while some who 
wore merely the cats’ prow and agents 
of bribery are struck with the lightning 
of the law It reminds me ofa scene 
in Philadelphia when I was living there,

The frighttal deed ia revolting in ite 
details. It ends the career of a well- 
bred man, who was broken dowa with 
disappointment, aud who was iu despair 
over hie wohappy married Iife, 

While sated In a rocking choir at the 
bedside of hin wife, forgetting for the 
time bie many cares and tribulations, 
the murderer «truck him the fatal blows 
onthe bead, which sent bis soul into ap- 
other world. Not a tear was shed over 
his lifelews body; none will be when it le 
ecnt to its last resting place. 

The awful ending of the husband did 
not even cause apigh to escape the lips 
of the wife, and Mra, Popo's firat thought 
was to protect horsell against the stroug 
arm of the Jaw, which already hae her 
in ita grasp. The dead man's daughter 
followed the inclinations of ler mother 
and did not seem to sorrow over the 
fright{ul death of her father,

No, 20 puts in place of the tower a 
great monumental building as a cornor- 
stone for the twentieth century. Ono 
architect covers the entire Exposition 
with a glass roof and erééts an immense 
crystal palace. Bridges, columns, via- 
ducts, railroads, mosques, ships, hlis, 
palaces, etc., appear in endless variety 

A very fnteresting plan, magniticent 
in its conception, is No. 61, It makes the 
Palace dos Industries the central point 
and has a straight-line boulevard to the 
Champ des Mars, offering from all points 
perspective views of the grounds; he 
changes the Trocadero, turns Machinery 
Hall {nto the Art Building, provides for 
reproductions of the Acropolis of Athens, 
St. Mark's Place of Venice and prin- 
cipal monuments of architectural art, 
but retains nearly all the building of 
the Exposition of 1889.

Queer Facts About Heat and Light. 


The rays of heat and light are quite 
independent of each other in their 
ability to penetrate different substances. 
For illustration, glass allows the gun's 
heat to pass through as readily as it 
does the rays of light, and that without | 
heating the glass, too. If the glass be 
coated with lampblack, however, the 
raya of lightare arreated, but the heat 
passes through as before, not a single 
degree’s difference In the latter 6 
nomenon being noticeable. then, 
again, both heat and light pass throuzh 
water, providing itis clear. One of the 
oddities in this connection is this: Al- 
though the heat and light pass through 
water in ita normal state, the addition 
of a little powdered alum, which readily 
dissolves without Ieaving the least 
murkiness, will arrest the rays of heat 
to such anextentas to almost ‘imme- 
diately raise the temperature ot the 
water to a perceptible degree, yet the 
light continues to pass through as be- 
fore. 

Tce, like glass, also transmita both 
jheat and light Dr. Sutherland, in 

“Osbervatious Upon the LIesbergs. of 
| Baffin’s Bay," says: ‘‘Sevaral pieces of 

ranite were found deeply imbedded in 
leo without any communications with 
outside alr. These were all surround 
ed with what might be tormed an at 
mosphere of water.” This explanation 
of such an oddity is this: The haat pass: 
ing through tho ice had been absorbed 
by the stones until their temperature 
had been raised toa dogrov sufficient 
to melt the ice aroand them,

The officers went to Harper Hospital 
to avo Mra. Pore, who was confined in 
the strong room #o that she could pot 
eacopo. During the night Mra, Pope had 
broken the pudiock on the door oud had 
alao forced open a window, The woman 
Claimed that she only wanted to wet 
somo air, Ou the advice of her attor- 
neys she would not talk. 

An important fwet which wan proven 
yosterday js* that the murdered man was 
struck with the hatehet from bebiod and 
not from in frout, and the back half of 
the blade of the hatchet js thickly cover- 
od with blood, bnir and brains, while 
there {a no hnir and but little blood on 
the other half. Doctors who have ex- 
amined the head Wohesitatingly soy that 
the man was atruck from behind. It will 
be remembered that Brusseau told the 
story that Popo waa standing up when 
ho shot at him and that he forced him 
Into a chair and (truck him  noveral 
blows, If such had been the case it is 
peculiar that in bis excitement he did 
not mutilate Pope's fuce, which looked 
calm and peaceful and there was not a 
mark on it.

Hon. J, C. Patterson was the first 
speaker at the afternoon meeting, and 
he addressed himself for an hour more 
| particularly to the farmers. At — the 
outset he sald that, although they might 

not be having a boom, they were pro- 

grossing steadily and surely. That was 
the safest and best kind of progress for 
apy country. He wished to point out 
to tho farmers where their interests lay 
and the manver in which the Govari- 
ment, was dealing with the farming com- 
munity, at the present time There were 
some people who were intriguing to 
try aod make the farniers believe that 
the Liberal party were their [riends, and 
the Opposition were engaged at the 
present time going about the country 
making promises They were prepared 
to promise auything so long as it would 
give them a chance of office, Had the 

Liberal party never been in power since 
Confederation they might be led to be- 
Jieve their promises and to think that 
of goverument would be for 
t of the people of Canada, For- 
thoy Bad been. In power for 
are, and we were thos able to 
coutrast their manner of government 
with the government which had succeed- 
ed them, (Applause,) What did tho 
Liberals do for the farmer when in office? 

During that time the farmers, especi- 
ally in Ontario, were dissatistied, — be- 
chuse they were debarred from the Unit- 
ed States, whereas the American farmer 
had free access to the Canadian market, 
The Canadian fariner sulfered greatly un- 
der this inequitable tariff syatem and a 
petition aigued by 100,000 farmers wae 
sent to Ottawa.

| of o tariff, under all the changes ond 
fluctuations that. we linve experienced we 
have never ucglected the farmers’ inter- 
ots. We have retained the duties, we 
| have protected you against the Amoricon 
farm produce, and if we could not get 
you the American market we have at lenat 
kept for you your own Canadian market, 
(Applause,) Mr, Laurier had, went on the 
speaker, objected to the duties on farm 
produce and in 1889 had, at a meetin 
in Quebec, said that they were imposed, 
not in the public interest, but in the 
interest of the Ontario and Manitoba 
farmers, a8 ogdinst the manufacturing 
community. By such means it was that 
the leader of the Opposition endeavored 
to set the people of Quebec against On- 
tario, Manitoba, and that was oue of 
the things that the Conservative arty 
condemned in their opponents. Did thoy: 
suppose that such a policy was going 
to unite this Dominion of Canada and 
make of it one homogeneous and har- 
monious voice? (Cries of “No, no,”") It was 
this principle of trying to have ons 
policy in one part of the country and 
u different one in another part of the 
country that they denounced as disds- 
trow, 

The policy of the Conservatives was 
a policy for the whole country. They 
wanted to build up o great nation, o 
jcommon people with a common name 
and a common pride, (Applause.)

Customs Dutics to De Paid Half in Gold 
and Malf ia Silver, 
Washington, Feb.7—In House  yester~ 
day the Currency ond Banking and Gold 
Loan bill was discussed five hours, after 
2 o'clock, until five-minute rule, when 
amendments were in order, The principal 
speech in the general debate was made 
by Mr. Brosius (Rep,), & member of com- 
mittee reporting the bill, who made an 
eloquent appeal in the name of patriot- 
ism and duty for united action to re- 
lieve the country from ita present con- 
dition, The amendments proposed by 
the committee, with the two excep- 
tions, were agreed to after an intereat- 
ing, and ot times exciting, debate, dur- 
ing which there was much confusion on 
the floor. The sommittee proposed to 
strike out hte section to retire all na- 
tional bank notes of less denomination 
than $10, and all silver certificates of 
higher denomination than $10, and to 
require national banks to keep their 
lawful reserves in gold coin or gold 
certificates, These propositions were re- 
jected. Numerous amendments were pro- 
posed by fudividusl members, but of 
those ugreed to ouly two were of im-> 
portance, One, offered by Mr. Haugen 
(Rep., Wis), reduced from $50,000 to 
$20,000 the minimum capital stock of na- 
tional bauks; the other, offered by Mr. 
Hartman of Montana, required the pay- 
ment of half of the customs dues collect:

‘This device resembles a pair of minta 
tu bicycles, one for exch foot, with 
he wearer may glide over an or. 
city pavement asthe skater doas 
over the ice, Wo give below a sum 
mary of the description of tho device 
from Der Stoin der Weisen Vienna: 

Te (tho cursoriped) consists, first, of 
two whools about half a yard in diame+ 
ter, having pneumatic tires and turning 
on ball-bearings like those of the modern 
cycles, ‘These bearings carry on thelr 
axles two upright motal pleves (b cdf 
which aro fastened toa girdle (a) around 
the waist of the wearer, Both thoso 
pioecs are 80 arranged that thoy exert 
4 pressure from behind forward’ on the 
wearer, Tho lower end of each plece

Aman is placed at the end of 
tlie wagon, who guide’ the connect 
rope so that it cannot get entangled 0} 
run riek of being cut, and away goes thi 
wagon, sometimes at a trot across flelda, 
and up and down hill, until the balloos 
itsolf is u loug distance away from iu 
original station, Whon it i desired t& 
lower the balloon it Hot necessary t& 
wind in the wire rope. A long, stout pole 
in the middle of which isn pulloy-wieel 
is laid across the rope, Half a dozer 
men seized the pole und run it along the 
rope, and the weight soon brings the 
balloon down to the ground. Tt ia’ no’ 
necessary to lower the balloon when It ir 
required that messages should be ex 
changed between those below and thost 
above, Sometimes a wire is attached 
through which messages oan be sent & 
a telephone. Another plan is to send 
communications down the wire cable 
A little wire hook is fastened around thi 
cable, aud the letter or paper weighted 
with a small sand-bag, is sent futterin, 
down, ‘The bunian voice, it is add 
can be heard both from a o rable 
height and depth, so that verbal com 
munioation Is net difficult If there ts ot 
wind,

The Cutlers were 
Dutch origin, and their family treo 
runs back for over two hundred years. 
McAllister cliimed kinship with the 
Princes of Boston, and the. Appleton 
family, of the same city, Hoe was also 
related to the Peterson-Bonaparte 
family, the Parkers, and to President 
Timothy Cutler of Yale University. 
One of his aunts married Dr, John W. 
Francis, author of “Old Now York.” 
Another marriod Samuel Ward of the 
banking house ot Prime, Ward & King. 
Mr. McAUlster was therefore cousin- 
german tothe Jate Sam Ward and to 
irs. Julin Ward Howe, as well as to 
Mrs, Luther Terry of Rome, the mother 
of Marion Crawford, the novelist; to 
Lady Frazior, wife of the British Min- 
ister to Japan. He was also connected 
by marriage with the Astors. Chanlers 
and other well-known Now York fam- 

8, 

Hugh McAllister, his paternal grand- 
father, was United States District At- 
torney for Georgia during Washing 
ton's administration. His father, Hugh 
Ward McAllister, was United States 
Circuit Judge of California, the prede- 
cessor ot Justice Field, and his brother, 
the late Hall McAllister, stood at the 
head of the bar on the Pacific coast, the 
McAllister family being among the first 
rank of San Francisco, 

Ward McAllistor's first social achieve- 
ment of note was his moeting with the 
Prince of Wales in 1860. Later Mr. Mc- 
Allister took a house at Newport and 
became a ponee in #ociety there, with 
the result that in 1872 ho was recognized 
asa leader in the metropolis, and origi- 
nated the series of dances known as 
“Tho Patriarchs,” 

He was also responsible for ‘The 
Family Dancing Class," "The Ancient 
and Honorables," “The Mysterious" 
and ‘The Fortnightlies." 

His book ‘Society as I Found It," did 
not net him $2,000, and he always re- 
arded it as a comparative financial 
failure,

WILD HOGS IN ARKANSAS. 


‘The Warmer’s Main Mellance in Many

A professional hog hunter knows every 
one of these marks and he can toll ata 
glance from bis pony’s back to whose 
claim the animal belong. Hunting wild 
hogais dono by means of trained hog- 
dogs, Those animals are considered 
tho most valuable that the huutor-farm- 
ere can posses#,and thoy are roared and 
trained very carefully. Tho hoga are 
loft to take care of thomsulvos, and to 
pick upa wing tn tho forests all through 
the year, but the hog-dogs are tenderly 
cared foe, 

Athereare pickpockets and burg- 
Jars iu New York, and hLorse.thieves tat 
West, so thore are hog thieves down 
hore ; the only difference is that acci- 
dent or surroundings have turned their 
attention to different modes of stealing, 
All farmers aro not hog-thleves, nor 
are all hunters ougaged in trying to 
mark their neighbors’ young pix Lue 
in every neighborhood there are dis 
reputable characters who increase their 
“hog claim” chiefly by this method. 
Sometimes the better’ claas of owners 
retaliate by making tip thelr own claims 
in raiding their thieving neighbor's 
flocks, Tn this way a quiet warfare gooa 
on at all times, and to have a hog claim 
down here one must pay the price of 
eternal vigilance. The owner must be 
constantly on the move and watch to 
satisfy himself that his hogs a 
stolen, and most of his time is occupied 
in hunting the wild flocks that roam 
around through the woods. Should 
young unbranded pigs be found they 
are brought down and marked or dé- 
liborately shot, 

Whien the hogs are discovered the 
hunter rides up tothem intilhe can 
seo the marks on nearly every animal. 
If they run away he pursues, using his 
“hogdogs" to assist him. ‘The hoga are 
finally rounded up and examined, 
solf-respecting hunter will then lot 
them alone, but sometimes one of the 
hogs is shot to supply the house with 
fresh pork, probably an hour later an- 
other hog-claim owner will start up the 


; same herd and give a second long 


chase. In the course of a day the hogs 
will have cxorcise enough {i this way 
to run offconsiderable flesh and add 
some tough muscular tissue to their 
limbs. In fact. the whole life of she 
porkor is made up largely of this sort of 
wild life and the meat that is produced 
in the fall is anything but tender, If it 
weré not for the fall crop of acorns, which 
tends to fatten the meat rapidly, the 
southern pork crop would be pretty poor 
stuff. Asitis, the meat is used chiefly 
for home consumption and even some 
of the local markets deal in western and 
eastern pork, 


PLANTS FOR THE WINDOW. 


Those That Prove to be tho Bost Winter 
Bioomers, 


Few plants will flower freely in win- 
dows in the winter time,but those whose 


as interesting in winter as any other 
thne, Fuchsias, 60 often grown in win- 
dows, ought now to be at rest, and they 
may be placed in the open air alt 
ér. Some keep them dry in w 
and store them in cool sheds, but if 
pots are plunged up to the rim in soil 
or ashes, the plant will remain healthy 
throughout the winter, and no fuchsia 
need be kept in the window all the 
winter under the impression that it must 
be there to preserve it. Geraniums of 
all sorts are less hardy, and will not 
bear exposure to frost or severe weather 
in winter, They may remain in the 
window. if the shoots are long and 


straggling on them thay may be short- 
ened and 


the dara leaves removed; 
them sufficient water at the 
ep the wood fresh and alr may 
be admitted frecly to them. As thoy 
will tiow be benefited by a rest, 
no attempt should be made to get them 
to make new growth or bloom till the 
spring. 

Musk is now at rest and leafless. It 
is quite hardy, and the pots contatning 
the roots shou'd be stood out in the open 


air, andit will remain healthy there 
without any attention during the win 
tor, Follaye window plants. of whieh 
the aspidistra and India robber plants 
may be taken as types, will remain 
showy all the winter, Thoy may not 
form new leaves—indeed, it ix better 


for them not to do so—but the foliage 
now composing the plant should con 
tinue healthy, Give them, and other 
foliage plants, suflivient water to keop 
the sollalways moist at the roots, but 
do not saturate them as if they wore 
growing freely. Where much fire-hoat 
ia used in rooms, the plants may dry up 
at the roots rather quickly, and it “wi 

bo necessary to see to tho watoring of 
them daily. If the atmosphere of the 
room is too dry and the leaves are in 
clined to shrivel, place a saucer ov plate 
under each pot and keep water always 
in it, when the evaporation will bo most 
acceptubla to the folinge Foliage 
plants are also groatly benefited in win 
ter by having tho leaves sponged fre: 


|quenily, and kept perfectly cloan and 


free from dust.

CANDY MAKING. 


A Chaflog Dish |s ao Excellent Thing for 
the Amateur Confectioner, 


It will be news to many readers that 
the chafing-dish can be used ft andy- 
making and a very neat idea it is. Those 
chafing-dishes that havea hot water 
pan beneath the cooking pan—the most 
of the silver’plated ones have—arn best, 
as then there is nomore chance of burn- 
ing sugarthan in any other doublo- 
boiler. Not Sole canes bat rich desserts 
can be tossed off quickly. Here is for a 
compote of bananas ; peoland slice six 
bananas, a little uncerripe is best—add 
one inch stick of cinnamon, the half of 
a thinly-grated lemon rind, one ty of 
sifted suar and nearly a half-pint of hot 
water. Boil the flavoring in the water 
and sugar for ten minutes until it looks 
syrupy; boil without stirring. Put inthe 
bite of bananas and simmer—when the 
fruit beans toclear add the juice of 
half the lemon, previonsly made ready 
and serve with whipped cream and 
sponge cake.

THE FLYING MAN, 


gh the Airby 
Koergy, 

Mr. Hiram Maxim, the inventor of 
the famous gun which bears his name, 
is a firm believer in the possibility of so 
far perfecting flying machine that they 
may bo used in warfare, He has been 
explaining his views on this subject toa 
contributor to Cassell’s Saturday Jour 
nal who has been to seo him at his Eng- 
lish residence at Bexley. Mr. Maxim 
thinks that highly civilized nations,able 
to make and use first-rate machinery, 
will in the near future utilize flying ma- 
chines in thelr armies. ‘This mode of 
warfare, he believes could be carried on 
in spite of armaments and weapons of 
war as we understand them now, and if 
one civilized nation used flyin 
machines in sucha way, others woul 
be compelled to follow suit. At the 
same time, he has no faith in navigable 
balloons, the whole thing being inher 
ently wrong. In France, especially 
attempts have been made to navigate | 
balloons, and vast sums of money have 
been spent upon them; but no balloon | 
has over been navigated against even | 
a very light wind. 

Another point, Mr. Maxim thinks, is

THE COZIEST SPOT. 


The Corner Seat in a Drawing Room 
Should be So 

A corner seat in adrawing room is 
always an attractive feature of a house. 
The corner is to be made useful as a 
seat and for displaying china, and a 
clever carpenter will carry out the de- 
sign at a far less cost than the purchase 
of asotaanda cabinet. In the first place 
carved posts, that have done duty to a 
four-posted bedstead, will be invaluable, 
but if they are not to be had ordinary 
pillars “turned” in the same way will 
do. Taking a 
the back of it must have a rather shal- 
low cupboard, with shelves and back 
lined with blue velvet and double glass 
doors in front, framed in white wood 


' The top of the cupboard made to pro- 


ject the width of the recess, will form a 
shelf also tor large pieces of china, with 
a balcony rail in tront. On the side next 
to the fireplaee and flash with it, a tall, 
carved post, painted white, should be 
fixed and from the top of the shelf a cur- 
tain of blue brocade will bef draped 
across and allowed to hang in graceful 
folds by the sides of the post. 

The china cupboard will come down 
to within two feet of the floor, and from 
beneath this a long, low divan, covered 


with blue and gold brocade, can be ; 


placed by the side of the wall, stretching 
out for five feet into the room. By the 
side of this, and stretched tightly 
against the wall for a depth of four feet, 
should be a width of the same brocade, 
on the top of which fix a shelf and turn- 
ed railings, to hold more china. The 
foot is finished off with another tall, 
carved post, to which a curtain is at- 
tached and draped back closely. 
end of a couch is always an ugly thing. 
A tall pedestal or prettily grained wood, 
with a bronze figure on the top, holding 
a lamp, would add to the general attrac- 
tion of the corner. 

In a room where white wood is not in 
character this corner could well be

That was Kirk White's 
opportunity. 

The importance of m: 
ot opportunities as they present them- 
selves is acknowledged in all other di- 
rections; why notin the matter of u 
fulness? ‘The difference of usefuln 
of good men and women is not so much 
the difference in brain or so position, 
or wealth, but in equipment of Christian 
common sense; to know just the time 
when to say the right word or do the 
right thing. Thero ara good people 
who can always be depended upon to 
say the right thing at the wrong time. 
A merchant selling gooils over the 
counter to a wily custorner who would 
like to get them at less than cost: a 
railroad conductor while taking up the 
tickets from passengers who want to 
work off'a last year’s free pass, or get 
through at half rate a child tully grown; 
a housekeeper trving to get the table 
ready in time for guests, although the 
oven has failed todo its work, and the 
grocer hus neglected to fulfil the order 
given him; those are not opportunitics 
tor religious address, Do not rush up 
toa man in the busiest part of the day, 
and when a half dozen peoplu are wait- 
ing for him, and ask, ‘How is your 
soul?” 

But there are plenty of fit occasions. 
It is interesting to see the sportsman, 
gun in hand and pouch at side, and ac- 
companied by the hounds yelping down 
the road, off on hunting expedition; but 
the best hunters in this world are those 
who hunt for opportunities to do good, 
and the game is something to gladden 
earth and heaven. I will point out some 
of the opportunities. When a soul is in 
bereavement is the best time to talk of 
gospel consolation and heavenly re- 
union, When a man has lost his pro- 
perty is the best time to talk to him of 
heavenly inheritances that can never 
be levied on, When one is sick is the 
best time to talk to him about the super- 
natural latitude in which unhealth ia an 
impossibility. When the Holy Spirit is 
moving on a community is the best time 
to tell a man he ought to be saved. By 
n word, by a smile, by a look, by a 
prayer, the work may be so thoroughly 
Jone that all eternity cannot undo it.

Her sole income was 62 
cents a woek, allowed by the overseers 
of the poor, Rent took 87 ceuts of that, 
and she managed to exist until sow on 
25 couts a week for food, fuel und cloth- 
ing. There are many, thousands Eliza- 
beth Harveys in England, to whom the 
Great frost thus far has been leww kind, 

Reports of the suffering in northern 
cities are even worse, for the cold there 
han been much more severe, Thor, in 
Giaagow alone, 40,000 man are idle and 
destitute. ‘Che police are almost unable 
to cope with the great throngs of [am- 
ishing women and children who clamor 
for food at the soup kitchens and other 
places whore a partial supply is obtain- 
able, 

The starving multitudes in Liverpool 
are even greater, and pitiful scenes oc- 
cur daily at the placea where moat i 
adequate attempts are made to dist: 
bute small supplies of food. The Social- 
ists have opened a soup kitchen there, 
ond a correspondent acnds an account 
of a typical scene yesterday. About 3 
o'clock the large open pass was crowd- 
ed with men, women and children, whose 
sufferings from hunger were |ntensified 
by the piercing cold wind, which swept 
across the local Bay of Biscay aa if com 
ing from the region of iceber Women 
clad in unwomanly rage ebivered and 
cowered before the blast, their feet numb, 
their faces livid with cold and want, 
while they strove to find protection from 
the wind by gathering their thin rag~ 
ged garments closer. A large number of 
spectators assembled on the outskirts of 
the square, the crowd including magis- 
trates, ship owners and other prominent 
citizens, The sights were harrowing. 
The scramble for bread by the famisbing 
crowd waa pitiful.

Among the Duallas tribes, on the 
Westcoast the women bave not the 
slightest vestige of aright They aro 
sold and resold at the pleasure of the 
men They may. be given away, lunt 
and hired out, ‘They must do all the 
work in the fleldand if they failto bear 
children, they may bo killed, And yet 
they often manage to hold their own 
against their masters. The natural re- 
sult of their position is that the women 
combine against their husband in a 
most alarming manner, The traveler 
Bastain tells of a rich man in Okolloma 
with whom he stayed for some time, 
‘The poor fellow was at loggerheads with 
his women and had to barricade his but 
at night time, Twenty infuriated wo- 
mén inhabitated his place and refused 
to come to terms. 

The importance of the women among 
the Dahomeyans is well known. Their 
female warriors were much more dan- 
gerous to Europeans troops than the 
men. The enormous extent to which 
decapitation was carried on among the 
Dahomeyans during Bohanzin's reign 
accounts for the great predominance of 
women in point of numbers. A proces- 
sion of the king included fifteen. ot his 
daughters, accompanied by fifty female 
slaves, 730 of his wives, thirty Amazons 
of the bodyguard, six companies of 
Amazons of seventy each, 350° slaves, 
and a rear guard of another sixty Ama- 
zons—but only 150 male warriors, The 
influence of the women among these 
people bas been felt by both the Ger- 
mans and the French in their-colonial 
troubles.—Woman's Journal, of Berlin. 


Why Some Women Do Not Marry.

It fan't evory man you meet who has 
had the luck of seeing a ground-hog, 
though on Feb, 2 there are many per- 
sons who watch for him. He is from 
fiftoon to olghteun inches long, of very 
stout, heavy form, with brownish and 
rrayish tints above, and reddish brown 
solow.

Economize in the num- 
ber of your garments, but not in thelr 
quality, A good bit of cloth wears ten 
times longer than its sleazy nelghbor at 
half price.

The first hansom cab in America had 
an interesting history, A reminiscent, 
voluble, red-faced cabby told It late the 
other night up by the Thirty-third street 
atand. It was brought over ‘n » or 
1871 by John Patent of the Paelfic Ho- 
tel In Greenwich street, just above Cort- 
landt, and it cost £70. Its driver was 
old John Carter of Liverpool, since de- 
ceased, who came to New York In 1861. 
The original cab that John Carter drove 
was a handsome one, made very much 
Ike those now in use, but 't had & 
claret body and red running gear. An 
interesting feature of It was that it was 
bolstered with a pair of patent axles, 
which were 80 complicated that Carter 
was the only man who could grease 
them, For some reason the cab was not 
put into running Immediately after it 
was imported, but was laid up in « at 
ble for a year and « half. Then Job 
Carter ran it from the Pacific Hotel, 
but there was not. business enough 
there, and he went down to the corner 
of Broad street and Exchange place, 
where trade flourished, and he used to 
get fares from the big brokers.

winter dairying. After remarking upon 
the importance of the question he said 
that the Ontario farmers were in competi~ 
tion with the produce of nther couatries in 
the English market and the question 
resolved itself into how to obtain the best 
possible quality of produce with the least 
expense. The New Eogland States had 
the aivantage of being able to feed the 
cattle on grass all winter. 

In the care and minagement of dairy 
cattle the speaker said it was very im- 
portant to have a good founaation to start 
with. One should have tho best cows, no 
poor ones shculd be in the heard as they 
ate up the profits ofthe good ones. A 
great many farmers were keeping cows at 
alos. The best cow to keep was one 
with a straight bck line, a large nostrel, 
a quick eye, a large neck, small head. 
She should have a large chest, a large 
milk vien renning zig zag. This would 
bea paying one. The feed that the cow 
should get should be the very best aod 
she should get enough of it but not too 
much, Mixed food was best: 3 Ibs of 
meal, 3 of oats, 1 of peas and one of 
barley, and {rom five to ten Ibe of hay. 
Some cows required more to work on thao 
others. Each individual animal should 
be stusied and fed according to her re- 
quirements. TheaLove should be fed 
only twiceaday. In the winter cattle 
; needed warm stables. The temperature 
should be not less than GO dogrees, ond 
they should alse be well ventilated, The 
cow should have lots of salt, two cunces 
a day atleast, Pure water was necessary 
for the dairy cow and if these rulus were 
observed winter dairying would be a pay- 
ing and profitable industry, 

Mr. R. J. Grabam spoke a few minutes 
titate and the advantages to be 
derived in becoming a member.

An Indian Baby. 

It the watchful American mother who 
carefully guards her bab) against the 
cold and gives ita daily bath in per- 
fumed water, could follow a Mojave 
Indian child through its infancy she 
would more than once be horror-stricken 
at what she saw, Occasionally in hot 
weather the mothers bathe their child- 
The manner in which they do 


ren. 
itis most amusing. They go to a body 
of water, strip the child, and, placing a 


strip of cloth under its arms, hold the 
ends in hand and swing the child over 
the water, sousing it vigorously for two 
or three minutes. Of course the child 
strangles, coughs, kicks and struggles 
to get its reath, but it never 
cries. When the mother is satisfied 
that the condition of the child is suf- 
ficiently improved she drops on the 
ground and allows it torun around in 
the sun until ite skin isdry. This treat- 
ment is given the child more with the 
view of keeping it comfortably cool than 
respectably clean. The babies before 
they are able to walk aro carried 
around in their mother’s arms, lying on 
boards. These boards are about three 
feet long and eighteen inches wide at 
the broad end. They taper to a narrow 
width at tho other end. Over these 
boards are loops of leather that are there 
for the purpose of holding the child on 
the board rigidly. Wrapped in thin 
cloth, the child is laid on its back and 
thrust under these loops. Another loop 
or strap is fastened across its chest. 
Thus strapped down itslceps, and lies 
for the most of the time when awake. 
It is never allowed to lie flat on the floor 
or ground when out of the mother's arms. 
The cradles are left standing at a sharp 
angle against the side ofa house or a 
rock or tree.—Kate Field's Washing- 
ton.

MOATAR IN GOLD WEATHER 


The Use of “Varm! the Come 


nie we Pall 
Thero is a common supposition, which 
probably retains its hold upon buil 
solely through the profit that they fi 
in maintatning it, which sometim 
really imposes upon laymen, to th 
foct that cemont mortar 18 improved in 
cold weather by the addition of limy to 
it, says The English Mochanic. As 
the mason, ingeniously explains to his 
omployer, the beat developed by the 
lime in slaki cops the coment warm 
and thus pre sit from freezing,and, 
on this theory, the advent of a 
frosty day is utilized by multitudes of 
sharp builders to load the mortar, which 
they have agreed to make of sand and 
coment only, with a quantity of lime, 
which saves comont and makes the 
mortar easy to work but destroys its 
water-proot qualities and injures its 
strength and hardens more or less, ac« 
cording to the quantity used.

Seasonuble Par on Agriculinral 


Subjeotm 


One of the reasons not_usnally given 
for the selling off of the showp by alarge 
number of farmers last year is What the 
drought leasoned tha supply of pastur- 
age. Sheep will pay aprofitto any 
farmer who will produco early lambs 
and fat wethers. Wool is only a product 
of the sheep and furmers who overlook 
the large mutton breeds in ordur to keep 
sheep tor wool only are depriving them- 
solves of two sources of profit for only 
ond. In England sheep are made to pay 
on high-priced land ond it can be done 
just as easily in this country: 


Straw is not only highly relished by 
stock and cheep care but little for it, 
The cattle, however, will sometimes eat 

juite a proportion of straw, as it affords 
them a change of food. Cut up fine and 
mixed with other foods, wit round 
grain added, it may be made to do ex 
cellent service, 


Seeding down to oats will be one of 
the first duties in early spring, where 
such a crop is desired. If the Jand js in 
good condition plenty of seed should be 
used, nine pecks per acre not being too 
much. Ifclover sed is sown on the 
oats, the oats should be harrowed in 
and tho clover seed then sown, running 
the roller over the field, which will pre- 
yent destruction of the seed of both oats 
and clover by birds. 

The heavy snows will greatly impede 
travel, and when the frost begins to 
come out of the ground early in spring 
tho roads will be in even a worse condi- 
tion, as only the drifting of the snow 
interferes with the uso of roads, and the 
comparison is now in fayor of frozen 
roads. Taxes for good roads is paying 
a small sum for a large benefit.

The cost of getting a crop to market 
has much to do with the matter of profit 
or loss and the value of good roads and 
thoir cost in taxes should not be consid- 
ered from a standpoint ofeconomy of 
cohstruction but trom the possible result 
in the future. The difference in profit 
from a single crop will more than pay 
the farmer for his share in the construc- 
tion of good roads.

A tea-sorting machine has been in- 

, Vented in India, It consists of two 
angular steel frames, measuring eight 
feet long at the top and nine and a half 
at the base, standing two and a halt

A Wurled Oity. 

The excavations of the buried city of 
Guatemala _are proceeding apace. It 
lies on the Pompeti plantation of S 
Alvando, on the slopes of the Volcan de 
Agun. Besides'glazed ware, haudsome 
vases, engraved and painted in bright 
colors, domestic utensils such as the In- 
dians use (o-day, some weapons and 
idols, and jewels of turquoise and chal- 
chivilli, a deep green gem formerly 
worn by Indian chiefs, have been un- 
earthed, One clay idol represents a 
plump little god, who seems to be the 
Incarnation of jollity, and betrays « 
sense of humor in the ancient pp 
such as we find in certain old Gre 
statu Some of the carved fa 
also show a tragic mask, The ancient 
Roman, the American Indian, and the 
Mongalian features are all represented 
on the idols. Some of the skeletons are 
over six teet inlength and are found 
straightened out or sitting,or 'n vases. 
Skulls each withachal-chivilli stone, 
wrought like a tongue in its mouth,and 
sometimes a perforated stone hung be- 
neath the nose, are also at in vases. 
These skulls have broad. high tore- 
heads, prominent check bones and 

rojecting chins. Apparently they have 

wen preserved as sacred relics of the 
dead,

‘Tho span of ninety yeara is short as we 
look buck, forgetting the tuterim, on 
that famous scone, 

At9 the Pontifical procession started 
for Notre Dame, Leading, according 
to tradition, was & chamberlain mount- 
ed on a mule and carrving a great 
cross. Then came Pope Pius VIL, 
clad in white, seated in a carr 
alt by cavalry and accompa 
ny olght carriages, in whieh. w 
dignitavies of the Church, They reach- 
ed the cathedral and proceeded to the 
altar in rogular order and with great 
penrp: while more than a hundred clergy 
intoned the hymn “Tu es Petrus." The 
Pope seated himselt on the Pontifical 
throne and awaited Napoleon. When 
Napoleon cutered loud bursts of ap 
plause rent the air. Forgotten was all 
the spilt blood, forgotten or hushed 
were memories of the Firat Consul. 
‘The Empress, always lovely, appeared 
in a silver brocade embroidered with 
golden bees, Pink gems glistoned In her 
gold girdle and mingled with the 
antique camcos on her neck and arms. 
Her diadem was pearl Jaden, twined 
with diamonds, Vanity, a frailty 
of the whole race, could not but be 
pleased at the ceremony of the day. 
Sut the real joy of Josephine 
began the evening before, when her 
prayae of years was at last granted. 
She who in the midst of an irreligious 
ane had preserved her hold upon the 
church aud vematned a true daughter 
of the faith lad daily, hourly prayed to 
have her marriage with Napoleon blvss- 
ed by the church, When the holy father 
was under her roof she besought him 
with tears and he promised her she 
should have her will. And on Dee. 1, in 
the evening, an altar was raised in the 
Tuileries and with Talleyrand and Mar- 
shal Berthicr as witnesses, Josephine 

and Napoleon were married,

jon of divorce from the man she wor- 
shipped vanished, As he advanced,she 
knelt, trembling and silently weeping. 
Ag the crown rested on her head, mem: 

Again Napole- 
on was the happy young officer,who with 
the appointment for command of the 
army of Italy, obtained for him by Jos- 
ephine, Again he thought of her tact 
and graciousness uniting the old with 
the new regime. And now fhe sublime
